The following business was transacted: Sir Sidney Lee was 
unanimously elected Chairman of the Branch, and Miss M. J.

It has not been possible to have a meeting in term since the 
Oxford members decided to form a Branch, but it is hoped to 
hold one in October. In the meantime a vacation meeting has 
been held with excellent results. By kind permission of the 
President of St John’s College, this meeting was held in the Col- 
lege Hall on Tuesday, August 26th, Professor W. A. Craigie 
being in the chair. It was well attended by Oxford members as 
well as by some fifty students of the Summer School of Education 
(which was holding its ‘‘ French week” at the time), and by 
others from the Teachers’ Guild Course in French and Spanish, 
which was just closing. The Chairman explained the organisa- 
tion of the M.L.R.A. and the Hon. Secretary spoke of the 
principles underlying its foundation and of its rapid develop- 
ment. The meeting was then opened for discussion, which 
centred mainly round the proposed change in the Association’s 
title, and the gradual enlargement of its scope which had made 
this desirable. It was generally felt that the word ‘“‘ Humanistic” 
best expressed this change. After Dr Henry Bradley had ad-

REVIEWS

Publications of the Modern Language Association of America, Vol. 
XxxIv, No. 2, June, 1919. Nearly half the volume is devoted to an 
article on The Black-Letter Broadside Ballad, by Hyder E. Rollins. 
Minor articles are: Wordsworth’s Eye—Contributions to German 
Lexicography—Liturgical influence in the Dream of the Rood—Vers 
Libre—Spenser’s Imitations from Ariosto. We note that an Index 
to the first thirty-three volumes of the Publications is shortly to be 
issued and will be on sale at the sum of two dollars. 

Le Livre de France (No. 1, 15 juillet, 1919, 2 fr.—succeeding num- 
bers, 1 fr.). This monthly “Catalogue-Revue” aims at providing for 
foreign students of France a selected and annotated list of new and 
also of standard books, dealing with every aspect of French life and 
thought. In the present number recent publications are in the 
minority and the selection of volumes for inclusion seems somewhat 
arbitrary. But, if the service promised by the publishers (140, Fau- 
bourg Poissonniére, Paris) for the delivery of any books mentioned 
ig as-efficient as it appears, the review will afford help of a very 
practical kind to individuals and libraries alike. 

English Speaking Belgium (No. 1, July, 1919). The organ of the 
English-Speaking Association in Belgium, a body which aims at 
developing the use of English and spreading English thought in that 
country. (Particulars from Dr Chas. Didier, 76, Rue de Hennin, 
Brussels.) 

We have received from Mr Victor Russell a pamphlet containing 
proposals for the formation of an International Bureau of Languages.
